POINTS  ON  THE  CULTURE  OF  FLOWERS 

Treatment  of  Plants  Received  by  Mail.  If 

plants  are  wilted,  immerse  them  in  water  with- 
out removing  the  packing  material  and  allow 
them  to  remain  for  half  an  hour.  Then  unpack 
and  set  in  small  pots  in  rich  fibrous  loam,  shade 
from  the  sun  and  sprinkle  foliage  every  day, 
being  careful  not  to  overwater  the  roots  until 
the  plants  begin  to  grow,  after  which  they  may 
be  shifted  to  larger  pots  if  necessary. 

Soil  in  Which  to  Pot  Plant.  The  best  soil  for 
most  plants  is  composed  of  two-thirds  good  gar- 
den soil,  and  one-third  well-rotted  manure,  well- 
mixed  up  together.  If  not  naturally  sandy,  it  is 
well  to  add  some  sharp  sand. 

Watering.  Whenever  the  plants  are  dry,  wa- 
ter so  that  the  earth  will  be  saturated,  and  no 
more.  No  water  should  be  allowed  to  remain 
in  the  saucers  under  the  pots  except  in  the  case 
of  acquatic  plants.  Soft-wooded  beds  require 
much  more  water  than  hard-wooded  ones. 

Drainage  is  of  the  utmost  importance.  Every 
large  pot  should  have  at  least  an  inch  of  broken 
not,  shredded  moss  or  charcoal  in  the  bottom. 

Syringing.  All  plants  are  benefitted  by  liberla 
spraying  two  or  three  times  a week  on  the  un- 
der side  of  the  leaf. 

Air.  Ventilate  well  every  day  when  air  above 
freezing  point  can  be  admitted.  Do  not  allow 
cold  air  to  blow  directly  against  plants. 

Insects.  One  of  the  most  disgusting  of  these 
is  the  Scale  which  attacks  the  Ferns,  Palms, 
Ivies  ,etc.,  lodging  on  the  stem  and  under  side 
of  leaf.  There  is  no  remedy  but  scraping  off 
and  destroying.  A severe  scrubbing  with  an  old 
tooth  brush  and  soap  will  remove  the  scale. 
Mealy  bugs  lodge  in  the  axils  of  the  leaves  and 
are  easily  removed  by  using  an  old  tooth  brush. 
Red  spider  shows  itself  in  a brown  dried  condi- 
tion of  the  leaves  and  is  an  indication  of  too  dry 
an  atmosphere.  Sponge,  sprinkle  or  wash  the 
leaves  often  and  thoroughly.  The  Green  Fly  or 
Aphis,  is  best  destroyed  by  tobacco  smoke,  if 
the  smoke  can  be  confined  about  the  plants; 
otherwise  a tobacco  tea.  made  by  steeping  one 
pound  of  tobacco  stems  in  four  or  five  gallons 
of  water  can  be  used.  Dip  the  plants  in  the 
liquid,  or  sprinkle  them  thoroughly  with  it;  or 
moisten  the  plants  with  water  and  sprinkle  to- 
bacco dust  over  them,  letting  it  remain  until 
the  usual  watering  washes  off. 

Worms  In  the  Soil.  Lime  water  will  usually 
expel  them  without  injury  to  the  plant,  one  part 
lime  to  twenty  parts  of  water,  and  when  clear, 
give  one  or  two  waterings. 

Mildew.  A whitish  or  moldy  appearance  of 
the  leaves.  It  is  caused  by  a sudden  change  in 
the  atmosphere  from  great  heat  to  cold,  or  by 
a draft  from  open  windows  or  door.  At  first 
appearance  dust  them  with  sulphur.

All  customers  will  please  notice  that  orders  for  early  morning  shipment  must  be  in  the 
night  before.  Our  postoffice  closes  at  7 p.  m.  If  you  are  not  sure  that  your  order  will  reach  us 
before  that  time,  it  is  safer  to  wire  us.  Telephone  messages  can  be  sent  after  8 p.  m.  at  con- 
siderable reduction.  It  is  always  best  to  telephone  or  telegraph  your  order  when  time  is  limited, 
as  you  are  then  sure  of  reaching  us  on  time.  Don’t  trust  tlie  mails;  trains  are  often  late  and  we 
often  do  not  receive  orders  on  time. 


SUNDAY  MAIL.  If  your  order  is  sent  by  mail 
for  Monday  shipment,  be  sure  and  affix  a spe- 
cial delivery  stamp  if  letter  is  liable  to  reach 
here  on  Sunday,  as  we  do  not  receive  all  our 
Sunday  mail  until  Monday  morning. 


HOW  TO  ORDER.  When  time  is  limited,  al- 
ways order  by  telephone  or  telegraph.

FLOWERS  BY  EXPRESS.  All  cut  flowers,  de- 
signs, etc.,  packed  to  carry  long  distance  safely, 
either  winter  or  summer. 


FLOWERS  BY  MAIL.  On  request  we  often 
send  small  boxes  of  loose  cut-flowers  by  mail, 
is  a rule  they  reach  their  destination  all  right, 
especially  carnations,  but  much  prefer  sending 
by  express,  as  flowers  carry  better  and  cheap- 
er. If  orders  are  to  go  out  by  mail,  add  20c 
postage  which  includes  special  delivery  stamp. 

TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS.  Cut  flowers  are 
strictly  cash,  and  payment  must  be  made  im- 
mediately on  receipt  of  flowers.  We  seldom 
send  C.  O.  D.  It  often  embarrasses  those  who 
buy,  and  it  is  a needless  expense. 

COMPLAINTS  to  be  allowed  must  be  made  im- 
mediately on  receipt  of  flowers. 


RESPONSIBILITY.  While  we  exercise  the  greatest  care  to  have  all  flowers  reach  their  des- 
tination on  time,  and  will  not  ship  unless  we  are  reasonably  sure  they  will  reach  you  on  time,  we 
positively  will  not  be  responsible  for  delays  in  trains,  wrecks,  or  express  agents’  negligence. 

Should  your  flowers  reach  you  too  late,  accept  them  under  protest,  do  the  best  you  can  with 
them.  If  for  a funeral,  lay  them  on  the  grave,  we  will  share  the  loss  with  you  and  take  care  of 
any  claim  against  express  company.

By  securing  loose  flowers 
early  and  keeping  them  12  to  24  hours  before 
using,  you  double  the  value  of  the  flowers.

SOIL.  Dig  the  ground  deep.  Put  in  quan- 
tities of  manure  as  the  Chrysanthemum  is  a 
gross  feeder. 

DISBUDDING  AND  STOPPING.  When  your 
plant  is  6 to  8 inches  high,  cut  back  to  a height 


of  4 inches.  Allow  one  flower  to  a stem.  If 
you  want  fine  flowers,  do  not  be  afraid  to  cut 
off  all  the  side  buds.  Leave  only  the  center 
bud  on  each  stem  to  mature. 


WHEN  .TO  LIFT.  In  this  locality  plants 
should  be  lifted  into  large  pots  or  boxes  by 
August  20.  After  lifting,  drench  thoroughly 
and  never  allow  them  to  suffer  for  water.  Give 
them  manure  water,  if  possible,  once  a week. 
If  protected,  they  need  not  be  brought  into  the 
house  until  well  in  October,  and  when  brought 
in,  place  in  a room  without  fire,  and  give  plenty 
of  air,  when  not  frosty.

Culture  for  Winter  Bloom.  Keep  in  a room 
with  temperature  60  to  65  degrees  with  all  the 
sunlight  possible.  Sprinkle  under  side  of  foliage 
every  morning  if  sun  is  shining.  Do  not  sprin- 
kle on  cold,  dark  days  unless  the  atmosphere 
of  the  room  is  very  dry.  As  soon  as  the  bud 
is  matured,  cut  the  stem  down  to  within  three 
or  four  inches  of  the  main  stalk.  Use  rotted  cow 
manure  in  soil.  A little  weak  manure  water  at 
the  roots  once  a week  is  very  beneficial  if  the 
plant  is  growing  strong. 


Insects  and  Diseases.  Greenfly  is  easily 
subdued  by  dusting  the  leaves  with  powdered 
tobacco.  The  rose-slug  is  quickly  killed  by 
dusting  the  insect  or  the  whole  plant — with 
road  dust  on  a sunny  day.  Mildew,  which  af- 
fects the  leaves  in  the  early  spring  and  fall, 
is  due  to  the  variable  temperature.  For  this 
dust  powdered  sulphur  on  the  leaves.  Roses 
must  be  syringed  thoroughly  every  sunny  day. 
In  the  morning  is  preferable. 


Roses  by  Mail.  Unpack  immediately.  Do 
not  expose  roots,  but  place  at  once  in  a shal- 
low dish  of  tepid  water.  Toward  evening  care- 
fully plant  in  a good  mellow  soil,  thoroughly 
firming  the  moist  earth  around  the  plant. 

Shade  from  the  mid-day  sun  just  after  plant- 
ing. If  you  can  possibly  avoid  it  do  not  have  your  plants  sent  by  mail — the  small  amount  of  ex- 
press you  have  to  pay  will  be  more  than  made  up  on  the  extra  values  of  plants  we  will  send  you. 

Roses  by  Express.  They  are  usually  packed  with  all  or  part  of  the  earth  adhering  to  each 
plant.  They  invariably  arrive  in  good  order.  If  the  balls  of  earth  are  dry,  hold  carefully  in  a 
pail  of  water  for  a moment,  then  firm  the  earth  carefully  around  the  balls.  Never  plant  a rose 
when  dry  at  roots;  always  soak  before  you  put  in  the  ground,  then  firm  the  soil  thoroughly 
around  them  and  water  again. 


Plant  In  sunny  location^  in  deep  dug,  well  en- 
riched soil.  After  plants  are  set  out  keep  soil 
stirred;  do  not  plant  in  hole  in  sod  and  expect 
them  to  bloom.  Cultivate  same  as  any  garden 
vegetable  and  you  will  be  repaid  for  your  work 
and  trouble.

HOW  TO  PLANT— VERY  IMPORTANT. 

When  planting,  care  should  be  taken  to  set  plants  deeply,  planting  them  at  least  2 inches 
below  first  point  or  branches  and  pounding  the  soil  firmly  around  the  roots.  Don’t  crowd  the 
roots,  but  dig  a good,  large  hole,  spreading  out  the  roots;  work  the  soil  around  the  roots  and 
pack  firm  as  you  fill  the  hole.  When  about  two-thirds  full  of  soil,  give  thorough  watering,  then 
vhen  water  soaks  away,  fill  up  the  hole  and  firm  the  soil  with  your  boot.  Never  for  an  instant 
expose  the  roots  to  the  hot  sun.  If  weather  is  very  warm,  protect  the  dormant  tops  with  straw, 
sacking  or  other  protecting  material,  until  the  tops  swell,  gradually  accustoming  them  to  the 
light  and  air.  By  carefully  observing  above  you  will  have  no  trouble  to  make  your  dormant 
plants  thrive,  where  by  careless  planting  and  after-care,  one-half  will  die.

This  may 
be  done  with  material  most  convenient  at  hand, 
such  as  leaves,  straw,  light  manure,  street 
sweepings,  pine  and  cedar  boughs,  etc.  Large 
Rose  bushes  will  stand  several  degrees  of  frost 
and  the  covering  should  not  be  put  on  until  win- 
ter has  set  in. 

How  to  Make  Roses  Bloom.  In  the  axil  of 
each  leaf  is  a latent  bud.  Should  the  long, 
strong  shoots  or  branches  be  placed  and  kept 
in  a horizontal  position,  each  latent  bud  will 
produce  many  flowers.  Cut  wooden  hooks  and 
peg  the  long,  straight  shoots  firmly  to  the 
ground.  These  branches  will  not  only  flower, 
early  and  late,  but  will  make  robust  wood, 
which  can  be  treated  in  the  same  manner  the 
following  spring.  Monthly  and  Hybrid  Roses 
can  thus  be  made  to  bloom  continuously.
